and to find a suitable resolution 
that would benefit the town and 
the developer. He began by say- 
ing that discussions with the 
MBTA are ongoing and that a 
Letter of Intent will be going 
out shortly to the Highway 
Department so that the project 
can get into their planning 
queue. Much to the chagrin of 
the residents, he stated that the 
traffic discussion would have to 
be deferred to a meeting some- 
time after, Aben Associates 
have concluded their peer 
review of the traffic study. 
Sullivan then discussed a 
stack of memos that addressed 
what would need to be done 
according to the Water and 
Sewer Department, the 
Department of Public Works, 
the Conservation Committee 
and the Fire Department if the 
project is to move forward.

Entrepreneur began with $300

WILMINGTON The 
American Dream is not dead. 
It is alive and well and living 
within the founder and presi- 
dent of Wilmington based, 
Charter Environmental, Inc. 
Robert L. Delhome has been 
awarded the U.S. Small 
Business Administration’s 
(SBA) 2005 Minority Small 
Business Person of the Year for 
both Massachusetts and New 
England. 

Delhome was born in Panama 
and traveled to the United 


States with his parents when he 
was very young. The small 
family rented an apartment in 
Belmont Massachusetts where 
Delhome went to school. After 
graduating from high school he 
attended the Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy in Buzzards 
Bay, then went on to the 
Merchant Marine. As the need 
for Merchant Marine declined, 
he went to work for Clean 
Harbors.

Residents want more from 
state’s Solid Waste Plan 


By MARIA HARRISON 

WILMINGTON - Residents 
had a chance to sound off on 
the state's draft Solid Waste 
Master Plan during a public 
hearing last Thursday evening 
at the Wilmington Memorial 
Library. Those in attendance 
commended the draft plan, but 
the general consensus among 
residents in attendance was 
that the plan was not as strong 
as it could be. 

The meeting began with com- 
ments by John Fischer from 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection 
(DEP). Fischer cited some of 


the current Solid Waste Master 
Plan's positives and conceded 
to some of its weaknesses. 
Some of the accomplishments 
of the current Master Plan 
have been things such as 
increasing Massachusetts' 
waste reduction rate up to 55 
percent as of 2002, increasing 
the number of municipal Pay- 
As-You-Throw (PAYT) — pro- 
grams from 94 at the start of 
2000 to 116 in 2004 and increas- 
ing the population served by 
PAYT programs by 30 percent 
In addition, the DEP has 
helped to establish a 
Supermarket Organics 


Recycling Network with nearly 
60 participating stores, which 
have diverted between 60 and 75, 
per cent of their solid waste 
and saved an average or $45,000 
per store. 

Where the DEP aims to 
improve is in capturing the 
technical advances that are 
turning up in recycling, and not 
falling behind on their commit- 
ment to get the job done. They. 
recognize they have not done a 
great job in the past and want: 
to seek to increase enforcement 
of existing regulatory require- 
ments, build new partnerships

INTERNET SHOPPING 
AND TAXES 


If you are shopping on the Internet, 
and the company has no physical 
Presence ip your state, you probably 
won't be charged any sales tax on the 
transaction. Ideally, the purchaser is 
supposed to confess and pay a “use 
tax" to his own state, but this is rare. 

On the other hand, if you are sell. 
ing on the Web, the tax picture gets 
complicated. Again, if there is no 
physical presence in the state where 
the package is going, the seller is not 
expected to collect sales taxes. But if 
there is the slightest connection— 
even an Internet Service Provider in 
that state—then the seller must col. 
lect and pay tax on all business in that 
state 

It may be advisable to consult with 
an expert on e-commerce and sales 
taxes before getting started. 
Liabilities can add up, and the busi- 
ness owner—not a corporation—is 
liable for the taxes, and the statues of 
limitations never run out. There are 
7,000 sales tax jurisdictions in the 
U.S., 7,000 different worries.

What's the deal? 


Is Wilmington Selectman Michael Newhouse obsessed with the 
‘Town Counsel position? Could be. 
: Newhouse served as Wilmington’s Town Counsel for approxi- 
mately a year and a half following the retirement of Alan Altman, 


: who had served the town in that capacity for more than 30 years. 
~The Board of Selectmen, whose membership had changed dra 


matically since Newhouse’ original appointment, chose not to 
reappoint him in 2003, which resulted in a substantial public out- 
cry and a petition consisting of more than 1,700 Aeuares asking 
the Board to reconsider. 

* Following a series of interviews, Paul DeRensis of the firm of 
Deutsch, Williams, Brooks, DeRensis & Holland, P.C. was appoint- 
ed to replace Newhouse as Wilmington’s Town Counsel. 

The transition from Newhouse to DeRensis was anything but 
smooth. g 

In December of 2003, six months into the appointment, DeRensis 
successfully renegotiated his contract from a flat retainer of 
$132,800 to a retainer fee of $4,500 per month plus hourly billing at 
the rate of $165 for litigation and specialized services. 

In April 2004, Newhouse ran for a seat on the Board of Selectmen 
and topped the ticket. 

In May 2004 and May of 2005, Newhouse voted to re-appoint 
DeRensis. 

Earlier this month, during a public meeting Newhouse asked 
DeRensis for copies of the contracts he holds with other towns. 
According to Newhouse, the request was prompted by DeRensis’ 
hesitation to take on the legal aspects of the Town’s negotiation 
with Comcast as part of the retainer portion of his contract 
DeRensis sees the request as an attack. 

The timing of the request is suspect. 

Had the request been made in late March or early April when the 
Board was preparing to consider reappointment, Newhouse’ asser- 
tion that he wants to make sure that the town is getting as good a 
deal as any other of DeRensis’ municipalities would be beyond 
reproach. DeRensis, has stated, according to Newhouse, that all 
of his municipalities have the same contract. 

DeRensis took Newhouse’ request under advisement. Assuming 
that DeRensis had no intention of providing the contracts, 
Newhouse took the action of issuing requests, under the public 
records laws, to DeRensis’ clients. 

Though no vote was taken, it was obvious from public discussion 
that the majority of the Board was not going to support Newhouse’ 
request. 

As it stands, Newhouse has his neck stretched way out. One 
would assume that, in accordance with public record request laws, 
the contracts have arrived, or are arriving, in Newhouse’ mailbox. 
It will be interesting to see if the topic is broached at the next 
meeting. 

If Wilmington is getting a raw deal, we should know about it - 
especially if DeRensis has made the claim that all of his contracts 
are the same. 

By the way, if Wilmington is getting a better deal than his other 

clients, we should know that, too. 
- InDecember of 2003, on this page, I criticized DeRensis for rene- 
gotiating his contract, halfway through its term, but the services 
that come with that price tag appear to warrant it. The importa- 
tion of 21E soil to the Maple Meadow Landfill has stopped and the 
firm responsible, MEA, has dropped its lawsuit against the Town, 
DeRensis renegotiated an agreement with Olin Chemical, which 
included a tolling agreement to stop the clock from ticking on the 
statute of limitations. New England Transrail, which is attempt- 
ing to use a federal exemption to push a waste transfer station 
onto the contaminated property belonging to Olin, appears to be 
on the run (credit for that must be shared with a large coalition 
headed up by Rep. James Miceli). 

The position of Town Counsel has been in the headlines for far 

long. However this particular situation is resolved, it will

The proposed new library is 
designed for efficient operation 
to minimize the need for addi- 
tional staff. If the proposed new 
library is approved, there will 
be a modest increase in person- 
nel to handle the expected 
increase in library use. Library 
Directors from towns with new 
libraries report that library 
activity in some cases doubles 
in the first year that the new 
library opens to the public. 

The letter also states that the 
Friends of the Library are not 
friends of the taxpayer. The 
Friends of the Library provided 
over $10,000 in supplemental 
funding to the library for pro- 
grams, library materials and 
equipment in FY05. The 
Friends also contribute many 
volunteer hours supporting the 
library programs and services 
that cannot be quantified. Thus, 
the Friends can surely be con- 
sidered friends of the taxpayer 
as well as the library. 

Finally, I do agree, as the let- 
ter indicates, that technology 
has and will continue to have 
an impact on how we use 
libraries. Technology, however, 
will not replace the need for 
libraries. According to the 
American Library Association, 
library visits have doubled to

AS we move ever closer to the

In 1965, plans were developed 
it 4 new library on Middlesex 

to replace the facility, 
ich was then in the present- 

«id y. 4th of July Building. 
Uplortunately, an article to 
spend $450,000 for a new library 
was defeated at the 1996 Annual 
‘Twn Meeting by a vote of 279 
ng, 157 yes. 

Happily, library supporters 
vere persistent, and at two 
‘awn Meetings in 1967, land on 

Viiddlesex Ave, was acquired 
ald then by a vote of 411 to 98, 
$485,000 was approved for con- 
sthuction of a new library. 


Construction was completed in 
1969. 

Scroll forward to April 2002: 
Annual Town Meeting approves 
the expenditure of $550,000 from 
available funds for the design 
of a new library at the 
Whitefield School site by a vote 
of 151 yes, 146 no. However, at a 
Special Town Meeting in 
August, once again the march 
of progress is halted by the 
rescinding. of the earlier vote 
due to a disagreement on the 
library site, by a margin of 8 
votes, 

As a result of an intense effort 
led by Library Director Tina 
Stewart, the 2005 Annual Town 
Meeting approved the prelimi- 
nary architectural design of the 
proposed library at the Swain 
School site and authorized the 
application for state funds. The 
vote was 217 yes, 176 no, and 
Wilmington was subsequently 
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decade during a period when 
the Internet became more pop- 
ular. The proposed new library 
is designed with the flexibility 
to adapt to future technology 
trends and changes to make 
sure that all citizens have equal 
access to information. 

The letter makes reference to 
Google's ambitious project to 
digitize the collections of major 
libraries in the country. As 
noted in an editorial in the 
Boston Globe on October 10, 
2005, the Google project has 
been halted due to the copy- 
right laws governing all books 
published after 1923. When this 
issue is resolved, the cost of 
this project will likely be 
passed on to the consumer who 
wants to access it. It is the pub- 
lic library that will provide free 
access with helpful guidance to 
this literary database to all cit- 
izens regardless of economic 
status. Furthermore, a book is 
a friendly and universal inter- 
face that does not require a 
power source. Digital and print 
will continue to co-exist well 
into the future. Public libraries 
play a more critical role than 
ever in providing a variety of 
information services to all citi- 
zens and developing informa- 
tion smart communities.

Breast Cancer patients may be 
more susceptible to melanoma 


NEW YORK, NY - Researchers 
have found a dangerous link 
between breast cancer and 
melanoma. In a recent study, 
statistics show that women diag- 
nosed with breast cancer appear 
to have an increased risk of 
melanoma, particularly during 
the first year following diagnosis 
of the breast tumor. 

“A woman with breast cancer 
should be considered at high risk 
for melanoma, and should be 
monitored very closely,” reported 
Dr. Rony Weitzen, Institute of 
Oncology, Sheba Medical Center, 
in Tel Hashomer, Israel. Out of 
51,000 female breast cancer 
patients in Israel between 1960 
and 2000, 276 were reported to 
have melanoma, most of them 
within the year of their breast 
cancer diagnosis. 

Although the reason for this cor- 
relation is unknown at this time, 
Dr. Weitzen hypothesized the link 
might reflect treatment effects, 
or changes in hormone cycles fol- 
lowing breast cancer therapy. 
Whatever the reason, there are 
preventative actions you can take 
to protect yourself from 
melanoma. 

According to the Skin Cancer 
Foundation, melanoma, the dead- 
liest form of. skin cancer, kills 
more young women than any 
other cancer. It is now the most 
common cancer in young women 
aged 25-29, second only to breast 
cancer in women aged 30-34. 

Similar to breast cancer, the 
best way to detect melanoma is 
with a monthly  self-exam. 
Examine your skin from head-to- 
toe, and be alert to suspicious- 
looking moles. Below, the Skin 
Cancer Foundation shows you 
what to look for: 

ABCDE's of melanoma: 

A — Asymmetry. Most early 
melanomas are asymmetrical. 
Common moles are round and 
symmetrical. 

B - Border. The borders of 
early melanomas are often 
uneven and may have scalloped 
or notched edges. Common 
moles have smoother, more even 
borders. 

C - Color. Common moles usu- 
ally are single shades of brown. 
Varied shades of brown, tan, or 
black are often the first sign of 
melanoma. As melanomas 
progress, the colors red, white 
and blue may appear. 

D - Diameter. Early 
melanomas tend to grow larger 
than common moles ;V generally 
to at least the size of a pencil 
eraser, 

E - Evolving. Look for moles 
that change in size, shape or 
color. Moles that change over a 
period of time are a common 
warning sign for melanoma.

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and reduce costs for businesses 
and municipalitie: 

One of the key issues that res- 
idents brought up over and over 
again during the hearing, was 
the export of waste out of 
Massachusetts to other parts of 
the country. According to the 
DEP, as state landfills fill up, 
more and more of our waste 
will be shipped out of state via 
the railways. Net export of 
waste is projected to be 
between 1.1 and 2.5 million tons 
by 2010 and nearly 3 million 
tons by 2012, This does not sit 
well with many of the state's 
residents. 

“I have done a geological 
study based on the average 
solid waste in the state,” said 
one resident. “Counties such as 
Essex and Plymouth receive 
form 130 percent to 170 percent 
more waste than they generate. 
Middlesex County receives 
about 30 to 40 percent more 
than it generates. If I can do 
this study, so can the DEP, in 
fact much of the data came 
‘rom their database. They need 
to use their own data to identify 
the need in each county for 
waste disposal.” 

A member of the Headwater 
Stream Team stated, “Local 
‘rash should stay local. Once it 
leaves our borders, it becomes 
somebody else's _ problem. 
Waste is a commodity and 
should be treated as such. 
Unregulated and un-permitted 
transfer stations are a pending 
threat to throw the Master Plan 
out of whack.” 

A Lowell resident said, 
“Enforcing the waste ban would 
help. People should be held 
accountable if they break the 
ban.” 

Activists, John McNabb, 
Legislative Director of Clean 
Water Action, and Paul 
Schramski, Community 
Organizer for the Toxics Action 
Genter, were in agreement that 
the DEP has done well with the 
draft plan, but could still do 
raych better. 

"Phey stated that the current 
moratoriums on incinerators 
and landfills must be upheld as 
well as restoring the bottle bill 
and making producers of waste 
responsible both legally and 
financially. 

According to Clean Water 
Action and the Toxics Action 
Center, the problem with incin- 
erators is that they are large 
producers of airborne mercury, 
a deadly chemical that when 
burned, is blown back out into 
the atmosphere through the 
ineinerator's stacks. When 
mercury becomes airborne it is 
inhaled by humans and settles 
on the ground seeping into 
water supplies and contaminat- 
ing nearby farms and gardens. 
There are about one hundred 
municipal waste combustors 
(incinerators) throughout the 
country. Seven of them are in 
Massachusetts. 

Many of the residents giving 
testimony also felt that landfills 
are a threat to the environment 
because they all eventually leak 
toxins into the ground contami- 
nating water supplies. 

One Wilmington resident told 
the DEP that they had let 
Wilmington down. 

“Waste deposits were in 
excess of the agreements in 
Wilmington and poor records 
were kept. We are still trying to 
resolve the landfill cleanup and 
contaminants that fell into the 
water supply. It's very discour- 
aging.” 


Other citizens were surprised 
that some of the most toxic of 
contaminants were not specifi- 
cally mentioned in the DEP's 
Solid Waste Master Plan or in 
it's recommended revisions. 

One member of the DEP 
working group said, “I am sur- 
prised that carpet is not listed 
as a priority. Six billion pounds 
of carpet is disposed of yearly. 
It comprises one and a half to 
two percent of all waste, and 8 
percent of all landfills. 
Eliminating the carpet waste 
would extend the life of a land- 
fill.” 

Another resident stated, “Bio-

medical hazardous waste has 
not been mentioned. We need 
on site processing capacity; the 
technology is-there. Vendors 
want the DEP to be proactive 
in technology. Right now we 
are shipping the waste out 
west, but the wind blows east - 
back to us!”

Wilmington combined for 346 
total yards of offense including

would have averaged 16.78 per 
carry. 

Senior All-Scholastic quarter- 
back/free safety Joe Herra had 
another impressive day. As the 
signal caller he completed just 
3-of-8 passes for 39 yards with 
one TD strike, but defensively 
he picked off two more passes - 
- giving him 8 interceptions on 
the season -~ including return- 
ing the first one for an 85-yard 
touchdown ending Lynnfield’s 
threat to score on the game’s 
opening series. Herra also 
picked up a Pioneer fumble. 

Offensively, senior back Zack 
Mayo added two more scores of 
30 and 46 yards respectively 
and ended the game rushing 
the ball four times for 87 yards. 
Rich Barry added three carries 
for 55 yards, including a ard 
TD run on the second play of 
the third quarter. 

“Offensively, I was very 
pleased,” said head coach Bob 
Almeida. “I thought under the 
conditions, with the wet ball, 
that Joey threw the ball very 


well and we got several kids 


involved in the running game. I 
know a lot of our backs didn’t 
get many touches today but 
when they did they did a great 
job.” 

Lynnfield’s offense started off 
impressively moving the ball 
with ease from its own 32 to the 
‘Cats 23 including a pair of first 
downs.

Expectations can sometimes 
leave you at unease. Just ask 
Wilmington High girls volley- 
ball coach Mark Staffier. 

“Last year I wasn’t expecting 
much and the team totally sur- 
prised me and we advanced to 
the (sectional semi-finals),” 
he said. “This year I expected 
us to come out like gang 
busters and one week we look 
good and the next week we 
don't.

Now that the rain has cleared 
up, So have some extra pages 
leaving us some room for the 
second of the six-part series of 
columns. Here in week No. 3 
comes the Top Ten Female 
Athletes from Tewksbury High 
School that I've covered since 
the fall of 1994. 

In compiling a list like this, 
athletes who had success both 
as an individual and as a mem- 
ber of ‘a successful team 
weighed heavily, The belief of 
the big picture whether it be 
all-star, all-conferences, league 
MVP nominations, or whether 
an athlete helped a team get to 
the state tournament, to a state 
championship or so forth had a 
lot to do with coming up with 
such a list. 

Secondly, also weighing heav- 
ily, although was not the ulti- 
mate factor, was_athletes who 
played more than one different 
sports. Those who dominated 
just one sport were left off the 
list. 


10). Nikki Venuti, 
Class of 1999 


One of my all-time favorite 
student-athletes to cover, 
Venuti was an _ outstanding 
three-sport athlete. 

Soccer was by far her best 
sport. She was the team’s 
sweeper back and really con- 
trolled the team’s defense. 
Although the program didn’t 
enjoy any winning seasons, 
Venuti stood out because she 
could kick the ball further than 
any female soccer player I’ve 
ever seen in my 11 years of cov- 
ering the girls soccer program. 

She cleared the ball out with 
the mere power, but more 
importantly her free kicks and 
corner kicks were as good as 
you'll ever see. Longtime boys 
soccer coach Steve Levine said 
that he wished she had played 
for his team during her four 
years at Tewksbury High. 

Venuti was a very tough, phys- 
ical player who was dynamic 
defensively on the soccer field. 
She brought everything to the 
table each and every game and 
was voted to the all-conference 
team several times. 

On the basketball court, 
Venuti was a very scrappy and 
intelligent player. She had very 
good speed and played tena- 
cious defense helping the team 
qualify for the state tourna- 
ment as a junior, which includ- 
ed a state tournament victory 
before losing to Masconomet, 
behind guard Brianne 
Stepherson who only scored 
2,000 high school points before 
playing four years at Boston 
College. 

On the softball field, Venuti 
was the team’s best player. She 
was a line drive hitter, who led 
the team in every offensive cat- 
egory. She also was a vacuum 
at shortstop, leading the team 
to several state tournament 
appearances, including single 
handily defeating then perenni- 
al power Wilmington in the 
playoffs during her senior sea- 
son with several tremendous 
defensive plays. 


9). Sarah Kenney, 
Class of 1995 


Simply put the best hurdler 
the school has ever seen. There 
certainly have been some good 
ones, but none so gracefully as 
Kenney. 

She worked very diligently on 
becoming the best she could 
possibly be, really emerging to 
elite status her junior and espe- 
cially her senior season. 

Her best success came in out- 
door track. During her senior 
season she broke a_ school 
record in the 100 meter hurdles 
with a blazing time of 14.9 sec- 
onds, a record that still holds to 
this day. 

She went on to great success 
in the post season, including 
winning the MVC Meet in the 
same event before finishing 
third at the New England Meet 
with the same 14.9 second time. 

She was also a part of the 
school record 4x100 relay team 
that spring, which finished 
very high in all of the post sea- 
son meets with a best time of 
51.6 seconds. 


8). Danielle Delponte, 
Class of 2005 


In the 11 years here as Sports 
Editor, there’s only been a very 
selected female athletes who 


have graduated from TMHS 
and have gone on to get an ath- 
letic scholarship and Delponte 
is one of them as she took her 
talents to the University of 
Connecticut 
She played four years on the 
sity softball team as the 
team's catcher, leader and best 
hitter. Defensively she dominat- 
ed games as she threw out all 
but one base stealer in both her 
junior and senior seasons. She 
had a lethal arm and did a ter- 
rific job calling pitches and set- 
tling down hurlers when they 
got in trouble. 

At the plate she has a very 
smooth swing from the left 
handed box and was a constant 
run producer with more extra 
base hits than singles. She 
found the gaps early and often 
with rips to the outfield grass 
on consistent basis. 

She helped the program get 
into the state tournament all 
four years including being 
behind the plate when the team 
went to the North sectional 
final in 2002 as a sophomore. 

In her senior year, she was 
named to the All-Conference 
squad in both field hockey and 
softball, while being named Co- 
League MVP on the diamond. 
In field hockey she dominated 
games with her long, hard hits 
that traveled the length of the 
field allowing the speedy for- 
wards to catch up to it and 
score, Again she helped that 
team get into the state tourna- 
ment each of three years she 
was a part of the team, includ- 
ing 2003 when the team reached 
the North sectional final losing 
to Watertown in overtime. 


7). Andrea Toland, 
Class of ‘00 


The amazing thing about 
Toland was her athleticism, 
really. As a freshman she made 
the girls varsity basketball 
team and was a solid player

her sophomore season to con- 
centrate on track. She was one 
of the best middle distance run- 
ners the proud program has 
ever had. 

On top of that she joined the 
volleyball team because her 
neighbor Nancy Dumond, the 
program’s coach at the time, 
talked her into trying out for 
the team. After years of being 
in the cellar of the MVC, 
Toland helped the Lady 
Redmen qualify for the state 
tournament in three of the four 
years she was a part of the 
team. The team hasn't quali- 
fied once since she her senior 
season of 1999. 

As a member of the girls out- 
door track team, Toland was a 
part of a legacy as the team fin- 
ished 33-0 in her four years, 
including four straight MVC 
Small School titles, and a Class 
State title in 2000. 

In her junior year she finished 
fourth at the Class C Meet in 
the 400 and followed that up 
with a fifth place at the all- 
state meet, an 8th place at the 
New England Meet with a best 
time of 58.8 seconds. 

That came after a sensational 
winter season where she did 


very well in the 600 at the State, 
All-State and New England 
Meets, while she also partici- 
pated at the National level. She 
was also a part of the state 
champion 4x200 relay team. 

Besides her tremendous ath- 
leticism, Toland became the 
great athlete because of her 
incredible competitiveness. 
There hasn't been too many 
athletes who hated to lose more 
than she did. 

Toland went on to run at 
Bentley College but suffered 
through several injuries which 
limited her participation. 


6). Sue Perkins, 
Class of 1997 


Another student-athlete who 
could pick up any stick, or ball 
and become very good at the 
sport. Perkins excelled in three 
sports at Tewksbury, field hock- 
ey, basketball and softball, 
however, she played a lot of ice 
hockey growing up. 

Perkins was very versatile 
and really bailed the field hock- 
ey team out during her senior 
season. Normally a defender 
who was solid in the back, 
Perkins was asked by head 
coach Pat Ryser to become a 
goalie because the team was 
really struggling in that area at 
the time. Perkins said yes and 
became one of the best goalies 
the program has had. Despite 
not having any knowledge of 
the position, Perkins excelled 
inbetween the pipes because of 
her great instincts and natural 
athleticism helping the team 
get into the state tournament 
which was basically unheard of 
at the time for the program. 

In basketball, Perkins was a 
very solid player, who grabbed 
rebounds, who played tough 
defensively. 

On the softball field she again 
was a lethal force both with the 
glove and with the bat 
Defensively she started the 
trend of the program having 
many outstanding shortstops as 
Venuti and Kelly Boyle followed 
her, none of them missing a 
beat that she started. She had a 
very strong arm and could real- 
ly throw out a lot of base run- 
ners despite being deep in the 
hole, 

And at the bat she was a very 
powerful hitter, who enjoyed 
many extra base hits. Like field 
hockey, Perkins was a big fac- 
tor into getting the softball 
team into the state tournament 
which was also new for that 
program during her tenure. 


5). Courtney O’Brien, 
Class of 2004 


O’Brien was blessed with 
tremendous speed which really 
helped her become very strong 
on the field hockey field, on the 
basketball court and on the 
track. Her skills in field hockey 
helped her get a scholarship to 
Bryant College in Rhode Island 
where she is playing today. 

Field Hockey was her best 
sport, not because she was fast 
and could catch up to every 
loose ball, but her stick han- 
dling was very strong, her pass- 
ing was solid but more impor- 
tantly she really had a nose for 
the net. She led the team in 
scoring and was among the 
leaders in the league in her 
junior and senior seasons. 

She was a huge reason why 
the team had so much success 
in the post season, including 
two heartbreaking losses to 
Watertown in the sectional 
semi-finals and then the sec- 
tional final. 

On the basketball court, she 
made so many things happen 
because of her speed and basi- 
cally because she never 
stopped hustling. She was 
everywhere on the court, bury- 
ing three-pointers, making lay- 
ups but more impressively her 
defense | was _ outstanding, 
always finding ways to cause 
turnovers.

Blessed with tremendous 
speed, Petros really excelled 
here at Tewksbury and could 
have excelled in many other 
sports. The thing that totally 
blows me away is she was a 
good all-around performer for 
the cross country team during 


her freshmen and sophomore 
seasons. Then as a junior she 
left the sport to join field hock- 
ey only to lead the entire league 
in scoring. 

She would lead the team to 
great things as a senior, and 
then went to have a wonderful 
career at UMass-Lowell, play- 
ing for one of the strongest 
Division 2 programs in the 
entire country, while only hav- 
ing two years of high school 
experience. 

On top of her field hockey 
dominance which included 
helping the team win its first 
ever league title, Petros was 
phenomenal on the track. In 
2000 with the team missing 
Toland and Rachael O’Brien 
who had injuries, Petros scored 
18 points including being 
crowned the 200 meter state 
champion as well as being part 
of the second place 4x100 relay 
team. She was always clutch. 
She was also a part of the 33-0 
track program over the four 
years intluding the four league 
titles. 

During the winter season, she 
was a part of the state champi- 
on 4x200 relay team, and was 
also versatile scoring many 
points in the long jump and 
other short distance runs. 

While she was very strong in 
running and field hockey, 
Petros also grew up playing a 
lot of softball and could have 
easily been a starting player on 
the diamond. 


3). Holly Perrin, 
Class of 1996 


While Toland ranks up there 
of athletes who hated to lose, 
Perrin by far of leaps and 
bounds over any single female 
athlete who has ever played at 
TMHS, was the most competi- 
tive person to walk through the 
halls. She simply hated to lose. 

Perrin was one of the best 
three sport athletes ever. On 
the soccer field she was the 
sole reason why the team hov- 
ered around the .500 mark each 
year because her goaltending 
skills were above and beyond 
the means of normalcy. The 
Billerica game stands out when 
she made 40 saves in a score- 
less tie. 

She wasn’t the tallest of 
goalies but she played like one, 
making all kinds of leaping and 
diving saves, doing anything 
she possibly could to keep the 
round black and white ball 
from bouncing past her. 

On the basketball court, she 
didn’t bury shots left and right 
and pour in 25 points a game, 
but she played very tough 
defense and was just a spark- 
plug because of the way she 
played the game. 

On the softball field, she was 
by far the best defensive catch- 
er I've ever seen. Nothing, I 
mean nothing-ever, ever got by 
her. She really knew how to

Boyle was named the Town 
Crier’s Female Athlete of the 
Year three straight years, 
including as a sophomore in 
2000, as a junior in 2001 and as 
a senior in 2002. After graduat- 
ing from TMHS, she received a 
softball scholarship to play at 
Sienna College in New York. 

Boyle was limited by injuries 
but when completely healthy 
she dominated the soccer field, 
the basketball court and espe- 
cially the softball diamond like 
no other athlete could. 

In soccer she started off as a 
defender as a freshman and 
was solid there. But as a sopho- 
more she was the team's new 
goalie and never left the posi- 
tion. She was remarkable that 
season, and then as a junior 
she helped led the team to its 
best season in program history, 
finishing at 15-5-4 including a 
nice run in the state tourna- 
ment. 

Boyle made terrific saves

Takach took the 1,600 meter run 
during the outdoor track season 
with an astonishing time of 
5:03.3, following Bev Leuken 
who was NE Champ in 1983 and 
‘84.

“THE FOG” AN OLD FASHIONED GHOST STORY 


The main villain in ‘The 
Fog’, a malicious white mist, 
looks pretty cheesy, as do the 
zombie-like mariners who 
inhabit it in their century-old 
quest for revenge. 

And the script from 
Cooper Layne contains your 
typical horror-flick lines that 
overstate the obvious, like, 
"That guy gives me the 
creeps," in response to see- 
ing an obvio creepy fish- 
erman, and, "Nick, ever 
since I came home, horrible 
things have been happening." 
You need something to laugh 
at before you get scared 


again 
But director Rupert 
Wainwright - whose previous 


movies include "Stigmata" 
starring Patricia Arquette 
and "Please Hammer, Don't 
Hurt 'Em: The Movie" star- 
ring M.C. Hammer - man- 
ages to create some genuine 
intensity and suspense. 

He does the basic horror- 
movie stuff right - with light- 
ing and shadows, with things 
that go bump in the night, 
though he's overly fond of 
the kind of loud, false scares 
intended to make you jump. 
And he's got some actors 
people have heard of, instead 
of a bunch of generically 
good-looking no-names. Well, 
he's at least got three: Tom 
Welling, Selma Blair and 
Maggie Grace (from "Lost"). 

Like most remakes, "The 
Fog" is pretty unnecessary. 
John Carpenter's original 
from 1980 is considered a 
solid effort from the horror 
veteran, though perhaps not 
a complete classic like his 
"Halloween." It featured the 
first on-screen pairing of 
Jamie Lee Curtis and her 
mother, Janet Leigh 

‘This new "Fog" stays pret- 
ty true to its roots, though. A 
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hundred years after the 
founding of a small coastal 
town, a thick fog rolls in 
night after night, knocking 
out electricity, destroying 
boats, causing car accidents 
and - oh, yeah 
ple through glass windows. 


pe fishing-boat captain 

tastle (played by 
weit from "Smallville") 
his ex-girlfriend, Elizabeth 
(Grace, in Curtis' old role), 
and the town's sultry radio 
DJ, Stevie (Blair, filling in 
for Barbeau) 

Things get pretty bombas- 
tic toward the end - people 
and ‘objects spontaneously 
combust, shattered glass 
noisily flies everywhere - as 
the town's dark history is 
revealed 

But it's still a good old- 
fashioned ghost story, and 
you really can't go wrong 
with that, no matter how 
hard you try, especially 
around this time of year. 


MOVIE: 
“WAITIN! 
GRADE: 


"Waiting", a film about the 
crazy crew of waiters, waitress- 
es, cooks and busboys at a 
generic chain restaurant, is 
low-budget and equal to the 
level of service doled out by its 
main characters - it's just 
awful. 

The first movie from writer- 
director Rob McKittrick is an 
erratically paced, slapped- 
together string of sight gags 
and repetitive humor, most of 
which involves the exposure of 
body parts and sexual humor. 
It's almost too lazy to achieve 
the level of deserving to be 
called offensive 

The king of the servant 
clowns is Monty, played by 
Ryan Reynolds with a smooth 
deadpan delivery that has 
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become his trademark over the 
past few years. It's the same 
shtick he did in "National 
Lampoon's Van Wilder,” it's the 
same shtick Val Kilmer did in 
"Real Genius" and Chevy 
Chase did in "Caddyshack." 
He's funny, he's cynical, and he 
looks like the boy next door but 
then he'll drop his pants at a 
moment's notice 

Reynolds’ presence is about 
the only thing that makes 
"Waiting" tolerable. As a long- 
time waiter at ShenaniganZ - a 
very thinly- veiled takeoff on 
Bennigan's, down to the 
antique schlockery on the walls 
and the fake Tiffany lamps 
dangling above the tables - 
Monty is responsible for train- 
ing new employees 

On this particular shift, the 
victim is Mitch (John Francis 
Daley), who doesn't get to say 
much because Monty talks 
incessantly. Throughout the 
day, Monty introduces Miteh to, 
among others; Dean (Justin 
Long), a waiter who's having a 
career crisis after four years 
on the job; Monty's former bed 
buddy, the sassy Serena (Anna 
Faris in heavy blue eye liner 
that makes her look like 
Britney Spears); Tyla 
(Emmanuelle Chriqui), the hot 
lesbian bartender; Naomi 
(Alanna Ubach), who's so sick 
of waiting tables at 
ShenaniganZ that she constant- 
ly screams expletives at her co- 
workers; and Raddimus (Luis 
Guzman), the head cook, who 
introduced everyone else to 
"The Game”, which involves 
exposing yourself to co-work- 
ers. 

If you've ever worked in a 
restaurant (as McKittrick has), 
you may recognize these people 
and their adventures. But the 
really funny moments are few 
and far between. Send this one 
back to the kitchen, but then 
get out of there before anyone 
can spit on the steak. 


MOVIE: 
“A HISTORY OF VIO- 
LENCE" 
GRADE: *** 

Director David 
Cronenberg’s latest is an 
examination of the capacity 
to commit violence that is an 
inherent quality in all of us, 
and the ways some of us are 
able to either suppress, or 
embrace, that quality. 

Viggo Mortensen, who 
inflicted much violence upon 
enemies in ‘The Lord of the 
Rings’ trilogy as Aragorn, 
plays Tom Stall, a quiet man 
in a quiet town in Indiana 
who runs the local diner. One 
night around closing time 
two very nasty characters 
walk in and attempt to rob 
the facility at gunpoint, at 
which time Stall leaps over 
the counter, disarms one of 
the attackers and kills them 
both without missing a shot, 
all the while displaying the 
type of ability and marks- 
manship normally displayed 
by special forces operatives, 
not short order cooks. 

He is hailed as a hero by 
the local media, the story 
receives national coverage, 
and then three bad men from 
Philadelphia come calling, 
led by a disfigured Ed Harris 
(who is having a lot of fun 
with the role), who claim 
that Stall is really Joey 
Cusack, a notorious mob hit 
man from Philly who has 
been on the run for years. 
The rest of the story centers 
around this “Is he or isn’t 
he?” plotline. 

Maria Bello plays Stall’s 
wife Edie, who begins to 
question who her husband 
really is after more and 
more evidence is place 
before her. 

Cronenberg doesn’t play 
up the violence in a gratu- 
itous way, but just lays it all 
out there for the viewer to 
take in, and decide for them- 
selves whether they are hor- 
rified or thrilled by it. He 
examines violence on many 
levels, whether caused by 
ts from a gun on one’s 
al body or when one’s 
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actions harm another's psy- 
che. 

Mortensen and Bello are 
v good, and a brief 
appearance by William Hurt 
near the end of the film is 
worth seeing.

“The Planning Board 
voted recently to approve a 
site plan and special permit 
for two office buildings at 200 
Wheeler Road,” notes the 
Burlington edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle." 

“Both votes were 6-0, Paul 
Roth was not in attendance. 

“The Gutierrez Co 
acquired the property, locat- 
ed at the crest of the hill on 
the western end of Wheeler 
Road (adjacent to the 
Siemens building), as part of 
the three-way land exchange 
approved in 2001. The site 
overlooks Route 128. 

“The 14.5-acre parcel had 
belonged to the town 

“One building would be 
130,000 square feet and the 
other 120,000 square feet 

“Attorney Mark Vaughan 
of the local firm of Riemer & 
Braunstein, representing 
Gutierrez, has stated the 
buildings will be constructed 
in a ‘campus-style’ develop- 
ment. 

“There are currently no 
immediate plans to begin 
construction, and develop- 
ment will not proceed until 
Gutierrez can find an anchor 
tenant. 

“As the hearing resumed, 
Vaughan said an additional 
$232,000 in traffic mitigation 
measures were deemed to be 
needed. Gutierrez has 
pledged road upgrades in the 
Wheeler Road-Middlesex 
Turnpike area 

“Vaughan said there will 
be parking areas set aside 
for each building as well as 
green space which could be 
converted to parking, if 
needed. 

“Returning to the traffic 
issue, Planning Director 
Tony Fields noted that 
$160,000 designated for that 
purpose is left over from con- 
struction of the Siemens 
(then Nixdorf) building. He 
said those funds could be 
combined with monies 
pledged by National 
Development (in connection 
with a housing complex to be 
built off the eastern side of 
Wheeler Road) for use in the 
turnpike area. 

“As part of the land-swap 
agreement, Gutierrez is mak- 
ing annual payments of 
$75,000 to the town over 20 
years...”
